‘New Bank Notes Freckle 


Marked to Halt Forgers 


New issue banknotes have assumed 
freckles. Not from exposure to the 
sun but simply as additional precau- 
tion against gentlemen who  some- 
times put their personally manufac- 
tured currency in circulation. 

In the past few months the Royal 
Bank has issued bills printed on the 
specially freckled paper. They are in 
$5 and $10 denominations, and to the 
casual observer the spots might be 
just a few drops of ink or something 
except that they are in a wide variety 
of colors—blue, red, pink, green and 
many others. 

The colored spots are built right 
into the paper along with water- 
marks and provide the latest precau- 
tion against forgery. The spotted 
currency, before becoming currency 
is known as “planchetted paper.” 


Bank currency will also be “OX: 
led.”

Should Decide Now If 
November 11 Is Holiday 


A despatch from Ottawa states that 
Remembrance Day falling this year 
on Sunday, November 11, will be 
celebrated on that day so far as the 
Secretary of State is concerned. In 
the matter of statutory holidays fall- 
ing on Sunday, the provision is 
made that the following Monday be 
observed for business purposes. Ke- 
membrance Day does not fall in this 
category. 

Any departure from the provisions 
ions in order to provide a business 
holiday on the following Monday will 
be a matter of local ruling.

Heart disease in children is either 
congenital or acquired.

treat such cases a% develop so that 
the heart will not suffer any permau- 
ent damage. 

Yhe specific cauSe of rheumatic fev- 
er is not known, but it is generally 
believed that the disease is due to a 
germ which gains entrance througth 
the tonsils. This belief is strength- 
ened because there is usually a his- 
tory of tonsilitis, sore throat, or other 
infection of ithe throat marking the 
onset of the disease; many consider 
this to be the first stage of the dis- 
ease.
